More than 100,000 refugees 
have recently fied from Cuba 
into neighbouring countries. 
Their urgent hope is naturally, 
to assist their fellow Cubans 
in their struggle for freedom. 
Many of these refugees fought 
alangside Dr Castro againzt the 
Batista dictatorship — among 
them are prominent leaders of 
his own original movement and 
goverrment, : 


Intolerable 

“These are unmistakable signs 
that Cubans find Intolerable the 
denial of democratic libertics 
and the subversion of the 26th 
of July movement by an alien- 
dominated regime. It cannot 
be surprising that, as resistance 
within Cuba grows, refugees 
have been using whatever 
means are available to return 
ond support their countrymen 
in the continuing struggle for 
freedom. Where people aro 
denied the right of cholce, re~ 
course fo such struggle Is tho 
only means of achieving thelr 
liberties, 

“I have ‘previously stated, 
and I repeat now that the 
United States intends no 
military intervention in Cuba. , 
In the event of any military | 
intervention by outside force. 
we well immediately honou. 
our obligations under the Inter- 
American system to protect this 
hemisphere against external 
aggression. While refraining 
from military intervention in 
Cuba, the people of the United 
States do not conceal their 
ndimration for Cuban patriots 
who wish to see a democratic 
system in an independent Cuba. 
The United States Government, 
can take no action to atifie the 
spir.:t of liberty.

Don't tell » soul who !5 
Britain-bound with dollars to 
spend, but it isn’t like that. 


There is an affluent hum iu 
the High-streect. Almost over- 
night and before your cyes, the 
fuscinating splee-laden tnteriors 
of old-cstablished family gro- 
cers are turing into sleek self- 
service palaces, all glass and 
chromium and boredom. 


If the lights burn Jate in the 
covncll offices these evenings it 
is not because of the state of 
the workhouse or the drains. 


It is much more Hkely to be 
because the Planning Committse 
has o £2,000,000 project for 
pulling down half the town and 
rebuilding it in dazzling con- 
erete cubes. 


The other day, as a case in 
point, a little old timbered 
butcher’s shop in the town of St 
Albans, that cust about £25 to 
build in 1547, was sold to u 
sippermarket for £100,000 — 
which is £3,543 per foot of 
frontage, 


So there has beea all the more 
comfort, during recent years, in 
rediscovering through the pages 
of one's local newspaper that 
solid municipal figure who, for 
sheer unchanging durability, 
will surely never Iet you down, 


We refer, of course, to His 
Worship the Mayor, impressive- 
ly rebed and gowned, snipping 
cemmonial tapes and presenting 
prizes and making that same 
glowing ltlle speech just as he 
always has. 


Just-as he always will, we 
thotght until this weck. But now 
o devastating broads'de, aimed 
tather unsportingly at the 
mayoral aplomb by a prozress- 
‘chasing group of modemists 
kmown as the Unservile State 
Group, compels us to think 
again. 


In a pampkict on local govern- 
ment, aimed at encouraging the 
discussfan of liberal Sdeas, the 
Group dub His Worship no more 
than a figurehead; "a mere de- 
eorative nonentity; a Father 
Christmas figure, a fMgure of fun 
ridiculed for his pomposity and 
self-importance. 


“This comic figure of the car- 
toon and caricature," it ls con- 
ceded, “is no doubt unjust to o 
great many hard - working, 
sincere men ond women, who 
after years of inconsplcuous un- 
paid service have at last reached 
the mayoral chalr. 


“But there is enough truth tn 
it to lead us to ask whether 
this Is really the ideal pattern 
for the head of a great local 
authority, responsible for mll- 
lions of pounds of public 
money." 

There secms to be, as then 
say in court, at least a case to 
answer. While His Worship 
has been selflessly busy kickIng- 
off for charity at comic footbali 
matches, local government hos 
become blg business. 

Many a £15-a-week weldef, 
exchanging his overalls for his 
councillor’s pinstripe, becomes 
in the evening o tycoon with 
millions to spend. 

It Is undenfable that there is 
vast apathy Jn British local 

overnment, It Is probably true 

fat there are too mony dull 
and pompous old men in council 
chambers; that the exacting, un- 
paid work offers no particular 
incentive to energetic youngsters 
who could give the community 
to much. 

Mayors may well be exalted 
too often as a Iind of reward 
for aldermanis Iomy service, for 
a twelve-month stint) which 
makes it quite hopeless to try 
to develcp and = catry through 
any kind of policy, 

The mayor who got the vote 
of the Unservite State Group 
would be clected for much 
longer, and pald a living wage 
Instead of an entertainment 
aNowance: the kind of wage 
ihnt would attract a really able 
professional man. 

He would be something ike a 
municipal primo minister, 
working ‘with the council, but

As weil 
as the Englishman feught, he 
could not by any stretch of the 
imagination have been given the 
verdict, If the referee marked 
him as winner of five rounds, 
“hal was about all he got. 

. ONLY A KNOCKOUT 

At round 12 the world cham- 
plon was so far ahead on points 
that only a knockout could rob 
him of hts title,  Charnley — 
thourh in obvious agony from a 
split nose, the first damage be- 
Ing done os early as the fifth 
round—decided that it was now 
or never. 

Told by his seconds to make 
the most of bis youth, for 34- 
yenr-old Brown was fiving 
away ten whole years, the 
Kentish fighter stated a fantas- 
tle rally. He went afler the 
lonky Negro, throwing — rights 
and lefts with all the strength 
he could muster. Brown 1td- 
ed all bis years of skill ahd 
resource to weather the siorm 
of this round.
